back to Michigan today for a 
round of golf t music, and a rest 
on Mackinac Island. 


A cheering throng of 250,000 


at the National Cherry Festival 
parade Friday in Traverse City 
obviously pleased the President 


' as he rode as grand marshal! m 


an open limousine. 


"How'd you like that crowd'" 


he asked reporters. 


The trip was Ford's first ap- 


pearance outside Washington 
since declaring his candidacy 
for 1976, but was billed as non- 
political. Asked if the parade 
was a good sendoff for his cam- 
paign, the President said "This 
is just friendship " 


Following the parade, Ford 


greeted ISO area businessmen, 
lawyers, doctors, businessmen 
and media executives in a 
reception at the home of Sen. 
Robert P Griffin, R-Mich., in 
Long Lake. 


Then he flew to Chicago for 


speeches and a good night's 
sleep/ 


Upon returning to Michigan 


today, Ford was to play nine 
holes in the Walter Hagen golf 
tournament in a: foursome 
including Griffin and hockey 
star Gordie Howe. Various fes- 
tival officials were to rotate as 
the fourth member of the group. 


Following the tournament 


banquet, Ford was to head for 
Uw National Music Camp at In- 
terlochen where the student 
orchestra planned a perfor- 
mance.

helicopter to Mackinac Island 
and a night as guest of Gov. 
William Milliken in the gover- 
nor's summer mansion on a 
Muff overlooking the Mackinac 
Straits. 


Sunday's schedule includes 


breakfast at the Grand Hotel, 
church ami an address to judges 
of the 6th U.S. circuit. After a 
few hours, of sampling the 
island's offerings, the President 
leaves Michigan for the nation's 
capital at 6 p.m.

Bureaucratic Decontrol 
By The Fourth Branch 


The courts, the lawyers and the 


;dvics teachers remind us that ours is 
a government of laws, not of men, 
meaning that the public through its 
Detected officialdom decides what it 
>ants and how its members shall be 
treated when they run afoul of the 
majority's decision in the lawmaking 
and enforcement process. In most 
countries a self appointed hierarchy 
decides what its subjects shall do or 
abstain from. 
,~ This is still the constitutional theory, 
• but its execution is far removed from 
the textbook plane so dear to the heart 
of Thomas Jefferson and others from a 
bygone era (who believed the least 
governed < people > are 
the 
best 


g»verned. 


The administrative tribunal today 


' has become for practical purposes a 
fourth branch in 'our constitutional 
system which defines only three, 
tamely, the executive, the legislative 
and judicial. 
< , 


-It pervades the national, state and 
local level, from a city cemetery board 
on up to something as mastadonic as 
thejnterstate Cornmerce Commission. 
'..The Tribunal is a legislative crea- 
,tjon to administer and enforce the laws 
:«ha given subject. 
--Typically, all of them emerge in this 
pattern from the grist mill: (1) the 
•.legislature declares it is necessary to 
.ato'something in a given sphere; (2) it 
defines in fairly broad terms what 
must be done; and (3) it creates a 
board or commission to administer 
and goes on to say, "the commission 
shall make, amend and revise the 
rules necessary for the administration 
of this act." 


The language in (3) may vary from 


state to state or in the federal system, 
but it comes down to the inescapable 
fact of the legislature giving a non- 
elected bureaucracy the authority to 
make law in a very substantial degree. 


The courts uphold the practice, in 


truth, extend it further than many 
legislators had in mind when they 
drafted the basic statutes by holding 
that/)a -regulation not challenged 
reasonably early in the game becomes 
as. good as the underlying statute 
simply through passage of time. 
^The, practical effect is to make the 
attrninistrative tribunal all powerful 
arafaccountable to no one but itself. 
'This is not exactly what Ben 
Franklin, Jefferson, George Washing- 
•ton and the others who framed the 
Constitution had in mind back in 178?,, 


t's what it is today and has been 


for several decades. 


Shortly after World War II, the 


Mchigan legislature felt the adminis- 
trative tribunal had grown too big for 
its britches. It adopted an Adminis- 
trative Procedures Review Act under 
which it would cancel or revise a 
regulation from an agency. The Act 
provides that a rule automatically 
takes effect unless challenged within 
30 days of its promulgation. 


The legislature created an Adminis- 


trative -Rules Committee from the 
House and Senate to serve as the 
watchdog.

Democrat, feels the watchdog has gone 
to sleep and to correct that deficiency 
the Senate has introduced a bill 
requiring the committee to report its 
decisions to the full legislature for' 
final action. Under the present system 
the Committee's decision is final and 
is not even transmitted to the legisla- 
ture. 


Bowman's move has created an 


hysteria of sorts in the Senate. 


His critics say, with considerable 


merit, that if the legislature has to 
review 12,000 sets of regulations every 
year it will have no time to do anything 
else. 


Though the Bowman bill probably 


will not pass and even if passed, likely 
would be vetoed, it does bring into the 
focus the danger of a governmental 
agency totally immune from control 
having a free rein to affect the public. 


The situation has arisen because the 


legislative branch is shirking its job of 
crossing the "T" and dotting the "1." 


It is much easier and more pleasant 


to draft a bill in generalities and then 
have somebody else fill in the holes. 


The process is not totally bad.'. 
Well-drawn legislation should cover 


the spectrum and avoid the minute. 


However, as the legislative process 


goes today, the basic law is so poorly 
drawn as to convert the bureaucrat 
into what a legislator is supposed to 
be, namely, the policy maker. 


Bowman is taking aim at this 


perilous development. 


Only his remedy is somewhat ex- 


treme. 


Better draftsmanship of the fun- 


damental legislation is the first and 
most important step to be taken. 


While the legislature is getting back 


into that practice which it never 
should have abandoned in the first in- 
stance, the Joint Committee might 
stop yawning and get to work. 


Perhaps A Bum Idea, 


It's Their Right 


In one of its more interesting 


decisions of this year's term, the 
United States Supreme Court upheld 
the right of an accused to act as his 
own counsel if he chooses. In so doing 
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the Court threw out the conviction of a 
man accused of theft who wanted to 
defend himself but was forced to ac- 
cept court-appointed counsel by the 
judge. 
, ~ 


.. By ruling 6-3 that the Sixth Amend- 
ment not only guarantees an accused 
in a criminal proceeding the "assis- 
tance of counsel for his defense," but 
the right not to accept such counsel if 
he prefers, the Court upheld a higher 
principle peculiar to free societies: the 
right to make a mistake. 


That right is not explicitly men- 


tioned in the Constitution or its 
amendments, but it is implied in the 
basic rules under which free societies 
operate. Unless one buys the argument 
that governments have a right to 
oversee all the activities of their ci- 
tizens, even when they do not infringe 
on the rights of others, the right of 
each individual to accept basic res- 
ponsibilities for his own welfare and 
reap the rewards or pay the penalties 
resulting from them is one of the 
unwritten laws. 


The Court did not say it was wise, 


nor recommended for an individual to 
defend himself before a court of law. It 
merely Mid he had the right.

In that sense, we are acces- 


sories, as Alexander Solzhenlt- 
syn, the great Russian writer, 
told us the other night. 


By 
dramatizing 
and 


glamorizing the corrupt dicta- 
torship in India, by calling it 
one of the 
world's great 


democracies, by giving that 
regime over the vyears great 
sums of money and moral sup- 
port, we enabled the rulers of 
India to take over small neigh- 
boring countries, to oppress Us 
own people, and to influence 
world events in ways dangerous 
to freedom. 
We are thus 


partners with Mrs. Gandhi and 
her works. 


In spreading the word that 


Russia's leaders have changed 
— and softened — that they arr 
throwing aside, the worst of 
their insane ideas, and by our 
technological assistance to the 
corrupt men who rule the 
Kremlin, we arc partners in 
suppressing the peoples of that 
country. 


We have been quick to cri- 


ticize the citizens of Nazi Ger- 
many for turning their heads 
and shutting their eyes to the 
concentration camps and other 
hideous crimes of Hitler's evil 


aides. Are we not doing the 
same when we shut our eyes to 
(he loathesome prison camps of 
the Gulag Archipelago and 
divert our thoughts from the 
children who die in India 
because their families have 
been squeezed for gain by Mrs. 
Gandhi's hencnnicn? 


Our papers are filled with the 


happy 
remarks 
of 
highly 


educated but gullible visitors to 
Mao Tse-tung's China, shown 
Potemkin villages, the show- 
case examples of life in that 
country. But I have lived there 
I came away horrified and 
afraid at what the system was 
doing to the minds and lives of 
the people of that land. 


We hardly raise our voices at 


the terrible slaughter that some 
self-righteous rulers in Africa 
wreak upon their people — 
unless there is a dramatic in- 
cident 
like the threatened 


execution of a British author. 
We believe the words and not 
the deeds, and move ahead giv- 
ing support to these oppressive 
governments, which cleverly 
divert our attention to the sins 
of neighboring lands 


Our willingness to be seduced 


by pretty words is not limited to 
our response to foreign dicta- 
tors 
parading 
in 
sheep's 


clothing. We make the same 
mistakes at home: 


.We recently elected a fast- 


talking group of reformists to 
the House of Representatives. 
They propagandized a good 
game and moved fast lo oust 
entrenched oldtimers. Despite 
their self-praise, the evidence is 
that they operate in the. same 
manner and with the same mo- 
tives as their predecessors. 


With our failure to inves- 


tigate, 
we 
encourage 
the 


grafters and cheat the genuine 
poor of what they desperately 
need.

In what follows, I am going to 


write as carefully as possible 
not lo. be' misunderstood — 
though certain that there will be 
much misunderstanding. 


My argument here is that the 


substance of our "debates" in 
cruel*! instances responds not 
10 our own needs but the shining 
needs of the global revolution. 
The revolution on the Mekong is 
complete, and the focus now 
shifts to the Korean peninsula. 
We have not been thinking 
much about Korea for some 
years now, much less "debat- 
ing" it. Yet consider the follow- 
ing two relatively small but 
none the less.striklng items that 
appeared 
in close spatial 


proximity. 


I have before me pages 10 and 


11 of a recent New York Times. 
On page 10 I note a medium- 
sized article headed "Soviet 
Culls for the Withdrawal of U.S. 
Units from South Korea" — 
"The Soviet Union plans to 
mark (he 25th anniversary of 
the beginning of the Korean war 
tomorrow by opening a one- 
month campaign against the 
continued presence of American 
troops in South Korea and in 
favor of 'peaceful, democratic' 
reunification of the country. The 
announcement of the campaign 
in today's issue of the govern- 
ment newspaper Izwstia..."' 


Now, on (he next page, page 


II, the eye picks un another 
item, one having In <!u with 
events 
far 
distant 


geographically from Hie offices 
uf Izvestia in Moscow, events as 
a matter of fact in Washington, 
D.C.. The House International 
Relations subcommittee under 
Hep. Donald Frascr, no doubt * 
completely estimable citizen, 
has been conducting public 
hearing* loaned on. . .South 
KOTM. And, disputing some 
Sute Department testimony, 
Congrngman Prater asaerU 
that "South Korea MM| the 
Philippines are of marginal 
security importance to (he 
United Stales."

As soon as the U.S. withdrew 


from Saigon, Premier Kim II 
Sung of .North Korea flew to 
China, Yugoslavia, Rumania, 
Bulgaria, 
Mauritania, 
and 


Algeria. That last may have 
been the most important, since 
Algeria tends to orchestrate 
Third World diplomatic activity 
in the U.N. and elsewhere. (I 
note that Kim conspicuously 
omitted Moscow. But, as we sec 
from the Izvcstia Item, Moscow 
is already plugged into the 
campaign.) The Premier will 
also press his case at the meet- 
ing of the Third World foreign 
ministers scheduled for this 
August in Lima, Peru. 


With the diplomatic ball thus 


set in motion, all sorts of other 
tactics will come into play, 
some of them spontaneously, 
some of them not. International 
conferences will begin to focus 
on Korea, trade unions in 
various countries — some of 
them under Communist control 
— will issue statements, the 
President of Mexico (under 
pressure from his domestic left) 
will make statements critical of 
Seoul, 
"progressive" 
jour- 


nalists will develop the three, 
main themes in various ways, 
editorials 
will 
be 
written, 


women's groups will turn to the 
issue, and someone will win an 
Academy Award with a film 
about the horrors of the last 
Korean War and the Iniquity of 
tlic South Korean regime. 


The game here is a subtle one, 


and not altogether unlike (he 
game just played to conclusion 
in Vietnam. The North Koreans 
probably do not dare to mount a 
full-scale attack on the South.

1 have been a public 
employe since 1963, serving six 
years as a slate employe for the 
Department of Social Services 
and the Michigan Civil Rights 
Commission and the last six 
years with the City of Benton 
Harbor and Benton township. 


During this time as a public 


employe, I have been called 
many 
things, 
mostly 


complimentary, but never has 
my integrity in openly carrying 
out my rcsponslblllies as a ci- 
tizen or public employe been so 
severely distorted by such pure 
fabrications as the enclosed.

No Barrier For Communicating Concern 


When Deborah Dortzbach, an 


American missionary nurse m 
Ethiopia, was kidnapped by 
members of the Eritrean 
Liberation Front and hidden for 
ransom in remote mountain. 
areas for 26 days, her fear and 
loneliness were first assuaged 
by the strange Eritrean women 
who could not speak her Ian-' 
guage, but managed to com- 
municate the fact they cared. 


Mrs. Dortzbach, who was 24 


years old and'pregnant at the 
time she was captured, was 
working with her husband, Karl 
Dortzbach, in the American 
Evangelical Mission m Ghinda. 
Together, they have written a 
book, "Kidnapped," in which 
she tells her experiences as a 
captive, and he relates his an- 
guished 
reactions 
and 


.maneuvers to obtain 
her 


release. When the kidnapping 
occurred May 27, 1974, the event 


created headline news in the 
press and on broadcast media 
throughout the United States 


Mrs. 
Debbie, as she was 


called in Ethiopia, was just 
emerging from the hospital 
supply room when she saw a 
masked man with pistol drawn 
silencing the waiting patients. 
She instmctively,dashed to lock 
herself into the safety of the X- 
ray room, when the thought oc- 
curred she was, behaving like a 
coward, that surely he just 
wanted something she could get 
for him and it would all be over. 
Jerking the door open, she 
stared into the intruder's eyes 
asking what he wanted. 


Pointing a pistol at her ab- 


domen, he grabbed her arm and 
forced her from the hospital A 
/52-year-old Dutch nurse, Anna, 
also was taken, and together the 
women were rushed by Eritrean 
Liberation Front men with 


blows from sticks raining on 
their backs to speed them 
through thorhbushes and nicks 
beneath the scorching noonday 
sun. When one of the Dutch 
nurse's, sandals broke and she 
could not continue with bleeding 
feel over the jagged rocks, she 
was shot and left dead. The 
stinging blow of a stick kept 
Mrs. Debbie from looking back, 
she writes, and she was 
terrified as she felt her own 
fragile sandals weakening. 


After the mountainous hiding 


place was reached, Mrs. Debbie 
was never struck again and was 
treated with kindness, she says, 
though undergoing privations of 
filthy body and clothes, crude 
living conditions, limited food 
•and 
contaminated 
water. 


Watched day and night by 
armed men, with no means for 
escape, she was permitted to 
move freely outside. 


Frightened, missing her hus- 


band, not knowing whether she 
would leave alive, she sought 
solace in God and the sympathy 
of the village women, she 
writes. One young mother, who 
appeared old because of the 
hardness of her life physically, 
showed Debbie she cared by 
looking at her with tears in her 
eyes and clasping her hand 
warmly. Other women plaited 
her hair In braids like theirs in 
a friendly, including way, and 
showed her their colorful beads 
and thick metal bracelets, una- 
ble to understand how such 
small jewelry as an engagement 
and wedding ring could reflect 
her husband's love. She visited 
them in their grass-covered 
huts and helped some with their 
work. 


Impulsively, 
one 
of 
the 


women mischievously removed 
her veil to show'Mrs Debbie the 


revered piece of jewelry worn 
by every 
married 
Muslim 


woman, a ball-shaped ornament 
of metal that crowned her head 
and could be seen and admired 
only by her husband. She 
presented Mrs. Debbie with one 
of her own bracelets. 


The Eritrean women did all 


the work while the men idled, as 
far as she could see, in addition 
to bearing a child almost yearly, 


~ the author writes. For a woman 


to be unable to conceive a child 
in this nomadic Muslim society 
was to become an outcast, since 
the women were "mere exten- 
sions of husband and children, 
with no individuality of their 
own," she says. She describes 
one such sorrowful woman she 
visited who was rejected by 
society, and no one in this 
nomadic village even knew who 
her husband was. 


Finally Mrs Debbie began to 


sec the Erilrean Liberation 
Front members as men instead 
of haled captors, in accordance 
with her religious background, 
arid decided to show them God's* 
love by venturing out into the 
blistering sun to prepare lea for 
'them, creating a friendly rela- 
tionship. Two of the men asked 
her to send them Bibles when 
she left. 


Dortzbach writes of his terror 


and loneliness and of the dif- 
ficulties in making contact with 
the kidnappers, who 'demanded 
$75,000 in money/ large quanti- 
ties of medicine, and 
office 


machines — more than the 
whole hospital was worth The 
other missionaries convinced 
him not. even a small ransom 
should be paid, as every mis- 
sionary would then, become .a 
target and the work would be 


over. Instead, all the missions 
wrote the captors that they 
would stop their work until Mrs. 
Debbie was released — the new 
retaining dam would remain 
unfinished and crops would nix 
be watered, the new wells would 
remain capped, 
with their 


windmills unassembled, 
all 


medical help would cease. 
• On June 18, Mrs Debbie was 
told she would be released, and 
there followed a several days' 
rough ride by mule and camel to 
rejoin her husband. The couple 
returned shortly afterward to 
the United Slates, where Joshua 
was born October 16, a healthy, 
eight pound, 14 ounce baby.

' Solar 
collectors atop the 


building absorb the sun's rays 
and heat the water which cir- 
culates through convectors for 
Space heating. For air condi- 
tioning, the hot water is direct- 
id to the cooling unit to serve as 
its power supply. 


By this method the school es- 


timates it saved 1,200 gallons of 
fuel oil in March, 1974, when the 
system was installed, through 
May.

The loaves of elm trees are 


being skeletonized by larvae of 
the elm leaf beetle. The dull 
yellow slug-like larvae with two 
longitudial black stripes feed 
for about three weeks.

the Michigan Legislature - birth control education — is about to 
be revived for its annual battle. A bit] permitting the teaching of 
birth control methods in Michigan schools has emerged from the 
Senate Education Committee without attracting much attention so 
far. That should end soon — it is slated for debate1 on the Senate 
floor beginning next week 


The bill is deceptively simple- it removes the current prohibition

against even mentioning birth control in sex education classes It 
would require the state Board of Education to establish guidelines 
on birth control, sex hygiene and venereal disease for teaching in 
the classroom The class would be an "elective," and students who 
do not take it would not be penalized in terms of class credits 


Supporters of the bill cite compelling reasons for its approval — 


soaring venereal disease and illegitimacy rates and the basic right 
to know upon which all education is founded. "If we teach students 
how to make babies, t think we can teach them how not to make 
them," said Sen Gilbert Bursley, R-Ann Arbor, the bill's sponsor

Arnold PaliiUT at 45; 
What Keeps an Athlete 
GoingAfter40?

F 


rom their separate studies of life 
cycles, three leading American 
scholars conclude that, after the 


age of 44, most males have settled 
down and no longer have the motiva- 
tion to succeed that dominated their 
earlier years. The three scholars—psy- 
chiatrists Roger Gould of UCLA and 
George Vaillant of Harvard, and psy- 
chologist Daniel Lcvinson of Yale— 
obviously have never met Arnold 
Palmer. 


Palmer will be 46 oh September 10, 


yet in his 21st year of professional golf 
he shows no inclination to retire from 
competition. Quite the contrary. This 
past spring he ended a two-year winlcss 
drought by capturing the Spanish Open 
and the British PGA championships. 
The victories have been like an elixir 
for the Latrobe, Pa., native. 


"Winning still means a lot to me," he 


says. "Probably more than ever, in fact. 
Everybody wooden how I still can 
maintain my interest in competing and. 


"People say, 'You've mad* all 
MM monty you on ponltaly 
mad*. Why don't you relax and 
just enjoy «?' That wouldn't 
oe ma* 


my drive for winning. 'You've done 
everything,' they say. 'You've made all 
the money you can possibly make. Why 
don't you relax and just enjoy it?' 


"That wouldn't be me," Palmer says. 


"I still get the same kicks out of com- 
peting that I ever did. In fact, I'll end 
up playing more tournaments thn year 
than I did last year. I don't expect to 
win that much, but I still get as men- 
tally 'up' for the big tournaments as 
ever—the U.S. Open, the Masters, and 
so on. The only reason for me to stop 
playing would be if I weren't playing 
well at all—but that's not happening." 


Palmer's success is gratifying to his 


legions of fans, on and off the world's 
courses. Arnold was the tint golfing 
conglomerate, and his enormous suc- 
cesses of the late 1950's and early 
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1960's coincided with the emergence of 
tournament golf as a big-money, high- 
exposure international sport. No one is 
quite certain whether Palmer first made 
golf important or golf first made 
Palmer important, but the fact remains 
that in 1955. Arnold's first year on tour, 
the total prize money awarded to com- 
petitors in the 36 events on the circuit 
was $782,010. Last year, there were 
57 tournaments and the touring pros", 
played for prize money totaling more 
than $8 million. 


"Arnie's Army," as the thousands of 


pursuing galleryites were dubbed, still 
cheer every move their hero makes, 
win or tote. "It gets a little embarrass- 
ing sometimes," he sighs. "FU be way 
behind in a tournament on the last day 
and there'll be more people walking the 
course with me and my partner than 
with the people playing for the cham- • 
piooship. It's tremendously gratifying 
for me to know there are itill all those 
people'out there pulling for me, and I 
try to give them my bat efforts. One 
rule I always have stuck by has been 
never to withdraw from a tournament 
on my own, as a lot of players are 
guilty of doing when they see they're 
not going to finish among the leaden. 
It's one thing not to make the cut after 
the first 36 holes—the rules say you 
have to withdraw then. But to with- 
draw without playing out the 72 holes 
after you've made the cut—well, that 
just shouldn't be done. I think the 
players owe more than thaUo the fans." 


Palmer is not only immensely popu- 


lar with fans, both young and old, but 
is also tremendously well liked by fel-

low tour travelers. "We alt want Arnold 
to do well," says Hubert Green, one 
of the young stars of the tour who won 
four events in -1974. "When he does 
well, it's one of the best things that can 
happen to the tour. He has done so 
much for all of us. What he has done 
for the game of golf has helped to put 
money in all our pockets and has made 
golf a really big-time sport." 


When he won $128,000 on tour in 


1963, Palmer became the first golf pro 
to go over the $100,000 mark in a sea- 
son, and he subsequently became golfs 
first million-dollar earner. Although his 
first prizes in this year's Spanish and 
British events aren't recorded with his 
prize moneys from the Professional 
Golfers Association of America tour, 
he surpassed several weeks ago the 
$36,293 lie won in U.S. events in 1974. 
That figure ranked him 72nd among all 
U.S. tour, competitors, the lowest rank- 
ing of his career. (He topped the money 
lists four times—in 1958, 1960, 1962 
and 1963 ) 
' 


"Even though last year was a bad 


one for me, I always fell I could keep 


playing well," Palmer points out. "I 
had a full checkup earlier this year and 
the doctors told me my muscle tone 
was great, and that I was in better shape 
than I had been for a while. It took me 
a long time—about four yean—to 
completely get over the arthritic shoul- 
der condition I first developed when I 
had to pull out of the 1966 PGA 
after the first round. I went on an exer- 
cise program that finally beat the con- 
dition in 1970." 


Palmer carries a lean 183 pounds on 


his 5-10W frame. "I've never been a 
fancy eater," he says. "A creamed- 
chicken sandwich on toast is my idea of 
a good lunch, and I'm a steak-and- 
potatoes.man at dinner. I watch my 
weight because you do tend, to weigh 
more as you get older, but it's never 
been a serious problem with me. The 
amount of golf I've played over the 
yean has kept me in pretty good shape." 


Arnold still seems to rise to chal- 


lenges. His best showings last year were 
two fifth-place finishes—at the U.S. 
Open and at the Western .Open. Inter-

hen I look back nt pictures of me fat. 1 ran

vided the two toughest tests on the 
1974 tournament 
trail. A score of 


seven over par earned Hale Irwin the 
U.S. Open crown at Winged Foot in 
Mamaroneck, N.Y., and Toni Watson 
won the Western Open with a three- 
over-par score at Butler National in 
Oak Brook. 111. 


Consider, moreover, the manner in 


which Palmer won this year's Spanish 
Open. Since 1965. he has worn either 
eyeglasses or contact lenses when play- 
ing "Without them, the ball blurs on 
me,' he says On the last day of the 
Spanish Open a miserable driving rain 
forced Arnold to do without his glasses 
"I would have spent all day trying to 
keep them dry." he recalls^ 


Despite this handicap, Arnold staged 


one of the greatest finishes of his ca- 
reer. Trailing by a stroke on the 72nd 
and last hole, a par 5, he uncorked a 
perfect drive down the center of the 
fairway. His second shot, a four-iron,

carried to within seven feet of the Hag. 
From this point, he calmly putted the 
wet ball home for an eagle three and 
victory by a single stroke. It was the 
first time in his career that Palmer had 
ever won a tournament with an eagle 
on the tinal hole. 


Sam Sncad. whom Palmer calls "a 


physical marvel.1' slill enicrs several" 
PGA events a year, and is now 63 with 
no desire to retire. But only one regular 
louring pro has been on the circuit • 
longer than Arnold—Gene Littler, who 
began in 1954. one year before Palmer. 


,'However, l-ittlcr, who turns 45 this 


month, is ten months younger. 


Two other internationally renowned 


athletes of that period whose names 
still command respect and honor in 
their sports arc Pancho Gonzales and 
Willie Shoemaker. 


PANCHO GONZALES AT 47 


Gonzales is perhaps the most famous 


tennis star America has produced, and 
the man who dominated professional 
tennis before the advent of open com- 
petition in 1968. Once the most feared 
competitor in his sport. Gonzales is 
now retired from competition and 
spends most of his time as director of 
tennis at Caesars Palace in Las Vegas. 
"I've put on 25 pounds in ihc past 


couple of years," Pancho says, "and I 
now weigh 2lO._ People who Used to 
hate me for the way 1 used to play and 
fight for everything on the court now 
.tell me I've mellowed. I guess I have. 
You can't fight any more when you get 
to a certain age. Who has the energy?" 


'Gonzales won the U.S. singles cham- 


pionship in 1948 and 1949, and was the 
scourge of pro tennis during all of the 
1950's and much of the l960's. In 
1969, when he was 41, he defeated 25- 
year-old Charlie Pasarell in the first 
round at Wimbledon in a five-set mara- 
thon that lasted 112 games and five 
hours, 12 minutes—the longest singles 
match ever pjaycd at the hallowed 
British tennis shrine. 


WILLIE SHOEMAKER AT 43 


Shoemaker, who turns 44 in August, 


is the winningest jockey in history. He 
has been riding thoroughbred horses 
professionally since 1949, and his ca- 
reer marks entering this season showed 
more than 6.000 victories, including 
more than 100 in stakes races of at 
least SI00.000 in purses, and more than 
$20 million in winnings. Unlike Gon- 
zales. he still competes regularly in his 
sport, even more so than Palmer. 


"I don't ride as much as I used to." 


the Shoe says, "but I still ride as ui'.ich 
as many guys because I wouldn't knu.v 
what else to do with myself if I stopped. 
I had two big reasons to qmt. In 196S 
and 1969 I had serious injuries at the 
track, I broke my leg one year and my 
pelvis the oihcr year, when a horse 
tried to climb the starting gate. I was 
laid up fo.r four months, but physical 
therapy helped me gel back in condi- 
tion and I never thought about quitting 
again." 


Here's an indication of how moti- 


vated this man is: After riding a losing 
race aboard Avutnr in the Prcakncss 


- Stakes at. Pimlico-in Baltimore on a 


Saturday afternoon in May, Shoemaker 
Hew to New York and spent the night 
at a hoiel. Early the next morning, he 
caught a (light hack to his Los Angeles 
home. He arrived on the West Coast 
in lime for the fourth race at Holly- 
wood Park, where there is racing on 
Sunday. Instead of going home, he 
went to the track and promptly rode 
three winners in three races. [On June 
7. Shoemaker won the prestigious Bel- 
mont Stakes aboard Avatar. For Shoe- 
maker, it was his fifth win in Ihe 
Belmont.] 


One could point, out that Shoemaker 


hasn't yet reached that critical age of 
44. when, according to those highly 
regarded life-cycle studies, motivation 
supposedly ebhs. But when Bill marks 
his 44th birthday next month, it isn't 
likely that his drive to succeed will blow 
away along with the flames
